'J'hey wi'l sj)in statomciits 
of their grievaucea by the yaril; but- 
tonholo the unfortunate editor in his 
sanctum and harrow his goutlo soul 
with a woeful tale of governmental neg- 
lect, hyjiocrisy and doubledcaling, t hoy 
will take up hi;; precious time on 
mail days, and send hiui home to a 
dold dinner, weary and sick at heart 
because of the wickedness of iln' James 
Bay triplets, and when he proposc.t to 
insert the. tale of suffering with thfii- 
names attached as a guarantee of ii- 
correctness, tho)' arc mi^t witli thi- rr 
monstrance, "Oh! dear no! It. wi.-uKI 
never ilo to publi.sh m\' n'uiie, 1 
iiecoiue a. uiark for the malevolcii'-.' "f 
the govertiniont and my business' uuuM 
bo ruined. J really must [iroti.'si a^jain.il 
ihe use of niv name rnder anv c'ousid 
■ •ration. It's all true, vo i kni>w, whai 
I've told, but reall}-, you ki onv, etr., 
I'to.,' and the visiKir bo\\'s liiMiNclf 
hurriedly out of the olliee, eoiiienl to 
live on and sufler wrongs at the huiid.i 
of the government which he hus not the 
Sjluek to lay before the. country iiv<'r hia 
own signature. Sometimes a man is 
found wlio, like .Mr. Dockstkadeu, 
does not .stand in awe of the govern- 
ment, and who doe.s not throw upon 
iho editor the entire responsiliility 
of making known a .story of out 
rago, spoliation or indiilbrencu of wliich 
personally ho has no knowledge. Sui;h 
a man ought to be prized in any eniin-

and necessary pledge. In the publi- 
cation of his letter .Mr. Dock.sticadi;!! 
has acted rightly. He has ^^hown a 
spirit of independence. He has braved 
the go> eminent. As we have alreadv 
remarked, he ought to have many imi- 
tators. But upon his dcclaraiion of 
intention to leave the country he can- 
not be complimented. He and his 
friends have invested their means 
amongst us. They have gi\en the 
best possible guarantee of an intenLiou 
to remain in the province by bringing 
their laii.ilies along with them. And 
now they talk of going away; of sell- 
ing out ata pecuniary sacrifice and shak- 
ing the dust of iho province from their 
feet. Do they forget that tlie outrage 
they have sustained lies within the cun 
Htitution to rcdre.ss r' In preparinc to 
leave they are acting wrongly. They 
are forgetful of a iliiiy they (jwi; to 
themselves and to the ]ieople with 
whom they have cast their lot. It is 
their duty to remain, to qualify them 
selves as voters and to assist in return- 
ing members to the next legislatrui! 
who will insist upon the government 
acting in a spirit of honor anrl fairncs.s 
towards them. Maple Jvidge ! Wiiy 
that is the homo of Mr. Hariiih, M. P. 
P., — the gentleman who abandoned tho 
'.Qppbsition for the ilcshpots of the gov- 
ernment, and who did not even stijui- 
latc as the price of his political re 
iTcancy for tho establishment of a 
schoolhouso in his tlistrict. Mr. Dociis- 
TEADF-n and his friends hold the remedy 
in their own hand.s and they shouM 
stay and apply it When Mr. f rARius 
stands for re election he should be ile- 
feated. He has richly earned mcist 
HCorching and severe rebuke that it is 
possible for a constituenrv to udniinis- 
ter. Ho knew his duty but he ilid it 
not. Therefore, condemn him to remain 
at home. Ho makes e.'tccllcnt chee.se, 
as wo can testify, but he makes nioukly 
laws, and he should not be sud'ercd to 
regain a position which he has forfeited 
by a disgraceful abandonment of prin- 
cijile and a neglect of his constituents 
and ncighbor.s.

Tho j 
government is .so angry at tiie use 1 
mado of the solicitor's liberty that it bus 
issued order that doctors auii solicitors I 
of prisonoi'H .should only visit tiioni in 
the presence of wardens. Visits of 
every kind except those of pliysiciiin.s j 
are forbidden for si.^ days. Even I'ar- 
nell's .solicitor is refused adinittiineo. 
Dr. Konnay hai written to tho gnvor- 
nor of the jail that if he is subjected to 
thi.s indignity he will no longer attend 
tho jail while the prisoners resolve not 
to allow the ]irI.son doctor to attend 
them. The guards of tlio pri.son have 
been doubled. Davis has been taken to 
Dungolk the jail authorities desiring 
that he sliould not bo able to reveal 
other doings of the league outside to 
tho ]5riRonerfl.

P)y yesterday morning's mail it 
went in every cornei and to every 
member of the league, witli jilacards 
printed in big black-bodied type aw fol- 
lowed:— -"No rent. Parncll, Davitt, 
Dillon, Snxton, Kettle, Brennan, 
Eagan." 

The proclaiiKitiou ngainsl the lanii 
leaguers warns all people that the 
IriKh national land league, or liv w h;it 
other name it niiiy be called, is im un 
lawful and criminal association, and 
that all meetings to carry out or pro- I 
mote it.1 designs or purposes are un 
lawful and criminal, and will be pre 
vented and dispersed by forec. 'I'ho 
proclamation warnH the queen's hub 
jects connected with tho k'Hgue to diK 
connect thrmsolve.s from it and to iib 
stain from giving further couulonaiici' i 
to it. The powers and rosourees ut tl.o 
government's coniuiand, tho proclama- 
tion says, will be employed to protect 
the cpieon's subjects in tin) free exerci.'^e 
of their lawful callings and occu]in- 
tions and will enforce fultlltncnt of all 
lawful obligations and to save the pro 
cess of law and executionof the queen'H 
wishes from hindnincc or oh.struclion. 
Jl calls upon all loyal subjects to up 
hold and maintain the authority of tho 
laws nnd supreniHcy of the (.,)iiecii in 
Ireland. When the news reachetl t!io 
land leagues oflico of the governmelu'^^ 
proclamation a hurried council was 
liidd, books and documents wore secur- 
ed and letters from the country dc- 
stroj'ed. Many books and papers were 
taken to places of safety, llglits oxtin 
guiahcd and doors locked. Tho execu- 
tive olFicials decamped, fearing (irrost, 
leaving only a stack of notepaper nnd 
ciivelopea.

19th:- 

The vortp.x wa.s about 10 inile.s to 
the north of ManiKi. The destruction 
among tho small crafts was immense. 
Tho British ship Titania, Capt. Town- 
send, wliiidi arrived on the 18tli from 
Cnriliff, with a cargo of eonl, went 
ashore near the .Mnlecon, where she is 
|)robably stranded on sand. The 
.JIasonie, al.so, it is said, wont ashore in 
Cavite, where she had been anchored 
for some time. On shore the destruc- 
t ion was al.so great, especially to houses 
of light construction. According to 
the estimate of the Director of the Ob- 
servatory of Manila, the force of tho 
wind reached sonietiuies the vrlocilv of 
100 miles. 

To augment tho scries of catastro- 
phes that succeeded each other, a dee 
tructivo whirlwind was reported to 
have occurred in tho village of Polo, 
near Bulacan, causing great destruction 
to a place named Mnlbolo. .N'early the 
whole of tho houRes of light construe 
tion wore razed to the ground, and two 
of stono sufl'ered a like fate. 

On August l Uh, at Manila, an 
( artliquako occurred. The front of the 
church of Mariquina, which was loft in 
u damaged state Inst yonr, came to the 
ground, bringing down the dome. At 
this place tho earthquake was of great 
violence.
